whether the official communication of the Jap- 
anese Minister to the Korean Government in 
regard to the cultivation af waste land in the 
interior had’ been returned to the Minister. 
The deputation was informed that it had not 
yet been returned. This has made the agita- 
tors very indignant. . Their leader, Gen Sei- 
sei, has declared that they will defend the terri- 
tory of Korea against the encroachments of 
the Japanese, and the Society has, addressed 
@ representation to the Emperor of Korea 


declaring that zgitation will be continued until- 


their object has ‘been attained even if they 
have to die forthe cause. They will be unable 
lo regard even an Imperial command to dis; 
perse. They also informed the Cabinet and 
Foreign Office that the association would not 
dissulve before’ the Japanese communication 
demanding the lease of waste land had been 
returned to the Japanese Minister, and the 
former leader of the association, who is now 
detained by the Japanese police authorities, 
had heen released _ 

It appears that Mr, Magamori, formerly the 
head of the Ministers! Chamber of the Japanese 
Finance Department, recently framed a scheme 
to obtain a lease of waste land in Korea to be 
cultivated by a syndicate under certain con- 
ditions In pursuance of this scheme the 
Japanese demanded a charter from the Korean 
Goverumeni, and this has aroused much re- 
sentment among the Koreans. 

The Asad publishes a Seoul telegram, stat- 
ing that on the 2o1h instant the Korean Foreign 
Office made a reply to the Japanese demands 
for a charter to cultivate waste land in Korea. 
Government refused to comply with the de- 
mands of the Japanese, and the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Yi lta-Yung, immediately 
resigned office, 

The reply of the Korean Government is to 
the effect that whereas the Korean Minister 
for Foreign Affairs repeatedly: replied that a 
charter to cultivate forest land, the wild fields 
and waste Jand could not be granted to for- 
eigners, as the Korean Government itself io- 
tended to urdertake such work, the Japanese 
Minister still continued to press his demand. 
The relations brtween Japan and Korea are 
such that they should assist each other in all 
matters, and the Governments of the two coun: 
tries, therefore, were bound to assist each 
other in any profitable work and promote 
mutual friendly relations and prevent suspi- 
cions arising in other countries. This was the 
principle to be fallowed by both countries, and 
it was showing a disregard of Japan’s profes- 
sions of friendship for the Japanese Minister 
to press his demands for charter for the work, 
which the Korean Government intended to 
undertake, It was impossible, the reply con- 
cluded, for the, Korean Government to grant 
such a charter to foreigners, however strong 
the demands may be. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 
Seas 

When Dr, Koch, the discoverer of the 
tubercle bacillus, propounded the theary that 
bovine tuberculosis was not communicable to 
human beings, the doctors were amazéd and 
farmers gave a great sigh of relief. The dis- 
covery of the bacillus had set the pathologists 
upon a course of advocacy under which beef 
milk, butter and cheese were condemned as 
agents for the spread of tuberculosis in all its 
forms. Milk especially came to be regarded 
asa highly dangerous article of food and mea: 
sures for the prevention of the disease wore 
framed in accordance with the generally ac- 
cepted idea. Then came Dr, Koch's startling 
announcement that all these measures of sani- 
tation in the cowshed and the. dairy and the 
boiling of milk were so much unnecessary 
labour, because human tuberculosis was dis- 
tinct from bovine. Agriculturists, whose stock 
had been sacrificed to the previous theory and 
who had‘ begun to consider their rights to 
compensations from the State, naturally, wel- 
comed such a declaration by a man whose 
previous achievements entitled his statements 
to the greatest consideration, His position 
seemed to have been strengthened by the 
filure of a French doctor to inoculate himself 
with bovine tuberculosis, though in reality 
a single experiment ef that nature could only 
prove that the individual was not susceptible to 
the disease, Now we have a British Royal Com- 
mission re-establishing the theory previously 
accepted by the most eminent British patho- 
logists and acted upon in the measures so far 
taken in relation to a scourge more destructive 
than the plague. The Royal Commission was 
expressly appointed to inquire and report 
whether the disease in animals or man is one 
and the same, whether animals and man can 
be reciprocally infected with it, under what 
conditions, if at all, the transmission of the 
disease from avimals to man takes place, and 
what are the circumstances favourable or 
unfavourable to.such transmission. The im- 
portance of the question raised by Dr. Koch's 
declaration that bovine and human tuber- 
culosis were not the same was so keenly re- 
cognised that the Commission instead of 
taking evidence of the uaual nature decided to 
investigate the matter by actual experiment. 
The results of the investigation seem to them 
so conclusive that they have issued an ad- 
interim report which establishes that the Ger- 
man scientist must have committed an error. 
It is obvious that for the purposes of experi- 
ment the Commissioners could not proceed 
to inoculate humao beings with the bacillus 


from diseased animals, but thay introduced |. 
tuberculous material of human origin into. 


the bodies of animals and compared its effects 
with those produced in the aninial-by materisl

. Further observations in this direction are being 
made, but the results so far attained are so 
striking that the Commissioners rightly felt it 
their duty to make then known without fur- 
ther delay. What those results imply is that 
the precautions which have been urged upon 
agriculturists and the public generally in re- 
gard to the care of cattle and the use more 
especially of milk should continue to be ob+ 
served, along with measures directed to check 
the spread of tuberculous discase by infection 
from individual to individual.

The Vindivostok squadron seems to have at- 
last appeared off the Uraga Channel, the en- 
trance to Tokyo Bay. A telegram reached the 
Imperial Headquarters yesterday, says the 
Kobe Chronicle of 27th ult, stating that can- 
nonading was heard at 10,30 a.m. yesterday off 
the eastern coast of the Boso (Awa-Kazusa) 
Peninsula, outside the Uraga Channel. The 
dispatch does not say whether any ships were 
seen or not. he 
, A message. reached the Imperial Head- 
quarters yesterday from the Governor of Ibaragi 
Prefecture, stating that’ about sioon on the 
22nd ultima a fishing boat from [sohama 


‘observed two steamers with three f.nnels and 


three masts and another ‘steamer with two 
masts, apparently war-ships, proceeding south- 
wards about 80 miles off Hiraiso, The distance 
between the vessels and th- fishing-boat was 
only about a mile. Other fishing boats, saw 
the squadron, About an hour later a black- 
painted steamer with one funnel and two masts 
was seen proceeding northwards about 60 miles 
off {sobama, the distance between the steamer 
and: the fishing boat in this case being about 
cight miles, 

The purser of the steamer Zukashim + EBT IL, 
which was sunk on the 2oth ult, by the squad- 
ron off the Esan Point, on-arriving at Hakodate 
Have the following account of the incident :— 
The steamer was stopped by the Russians 
about 62 miles off Isoya, in the vicinity of Esan 
Point. The vessels which stopped the Taka- 
shima seemed to be the Russia and Ruri, 
while one which pursued a foreign steamer 
(presumably the Samara), which was ahead of 
the Zakushima, was probably the Gromovoi. 
Two boats, each with 2 officers and 20 men, 


‘came from the Russian ships, and the officers 


entered into conversation with our Captains 
but they could not understand each other, At 
last a Russian who was able to speak a few 
words of Japanese askéd the Captain to ‘pro- 
duce the ship’s papers, which request.was com- 
plied with. ‘the Russian then asked how many 
men were on boa-d, and the Captain by in- 
dicating with his fingers replied that there were 
twenty-two. This was all the information the 
Russians asked for, They then ordered the 
Captain to quickly lower the boats and leave 
the steamer, and afterwards went away, We 
lowered two boats, and our whole crew left the 
steamer at 6.32 am. on the 20th, A few 
ivinutes after the crew had feft, the steamer 
began to sink, going down stern first, She 
sink without a single shot being fired, and we 
supposed the Russians had laid explosives in 
the engine-room, A stoker said he had seen 
some of the naval men throwing explosives in- 
The curgo of the Zaka- 
skima consisted of 589 packages of general 
cargo, and 169 cases of gunpowder for mining 
purposes. 

The action of the Vladivostok squadron has 
of course evoked a good deal of comment from 
the press. Chugai Shogyo Shimpo, a leading 
commercial journal, referring to the gravity of 
the situation commercially, says the Pacific is 
the most important biyhway of Japanese trade. 
‘The enemy's ships being once in the Pacific, 
all commerce, foreign and Japanese, is menac- 
ed. There can be little doubt, however, says 
the Tokyo journal that the Japanese Navy, 
which has before missed the Russian squadron 
on account of fog and storm, will not lose the 
present opportunity to crush the squadron, 
which is now, as it were, in the open field. If 
the fleet is prepared to encounter the squadron 
action should. he taken without delay before 
Japan's trade suffers.

and eggs, to cents each. Singlets, socks, etc. 
were hard to obtain. The Japanese prisoners 
were made to go around the inarket once in a 
week in carts and escorted by four Russian 
soldiers.—Shanghat Mercury. ;
